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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 21-90 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claims 

Invention of deploying a knowledge management tool over a worldwide computer 
network wherein a first porlet is displayed to a first user through a first portal web 
browser and such display is either a survey builder portlet or a FAQ builder portlet 
whereby information identifying an appearance and operation of the survey or FAQ is 
received and stored in a database operatively connected to a portal database server. 
Subsequently a second porlet is displayed to a second user through a second web 
browser whereby the survey or FAQ is displayed to the second user through the second 
portlet. 

The closest prior art (Notarius et al, US Pub 2002/0123957) teaches method and 
apparatus for marketing and communicating in the wine/spirits industry using a channel 
hub with interaction through web browsers and wherein customers access the 
application via a portal service with portlets based on page definition. Nortarius does 
not teach displaying a survey or FAQ builder portlet on the portal. Applicant's 
disclosure provides an improved method and mechanism for deploying a 
knowledgement tool over a worldwide computer network.
